Flying low and 
shooting 
up the 


Germans in their trenches is both a 
dangerous and exciting game. • 


I got my tirst taste of this sport on 
the Aisne after I had succeeded in get- 
ting transferred to Chasse ' Eseadrille, 
No. 65, when the offensive in Flanders 
was over 
in 
September. 
Captain 


Lamy, a daring and resourceful pilot, 
was our commandant. 
Our plane in- 


signia was the Sun of France eclipsing 
Germany. 


These were busy times on the Aisne. 


The French were getting ready for 
the October push on the Chemin des 
Dames. 
It was most important that 


the Germans should not see what we 
were up to. 


Our sector maintained a veritable 
barrage of airplanes to keep the Ger- 
man airmen from getting behind our 
lines. 
Up and down over the trench- 


es in figure 'S's" our patrols flew day 
after day, keeping guard. 


It was no part of our regular duty 


to shoot up trenches, but at the end 
of a monotonous patrol with an occa-1 
sional incursion into the realms of the 
enemy after a lone Boche, or to shoot 
up a conspicuously large formation of 
German soldiers or a long transport of 
army trucks, we would kill time the 
last ten minutes, diving like hawks at 


Fritz in his trenches, and worry the 
life out of him. 


The relieving patrol is always on 


the job 10 minutes before the end of 
the trick of duty of their predecessors, 
but a flyer never cuts short his full 
tour of duty. 
These 10 minutes give 


time for a little fun with the Frkzes. 


The weather was bad at this time. 


We were operating low—at 2000 me- 
ters—just under the clouds. 


From our lofty perch 
we 
would 
. 
spot out a crowded trench, and nose- 
dive down at a 200-mlle-an-hour clip. 
full motor, on, the boche trenches. 


We would jive them a full bait of 
cartridges, and before they could re- 
cover 'their Senses in time to aim 
anything at us we would be shoot- 
ing up again to safety like rockets. 
Hun*, Falling Headlong 


Then down again at another trench 


for 10 seconds, and again we would 
see the Fritzee falling headlong over 
each other in a Wild scramble for dug- 
outs and bombproofs. 


From 
one 
end 
of 
the 
German 


trenches to the other on our sector 
we would dip and climb like roller- 
coasters on an invisible track. 


Often we were no higher from the 


earth than -the top of the Woolworth 
building. 
Below 
that 
height 
was 


dangerous. 
We would then be in the 
trajectory of shells from German big 
guns, and also within range of thou- 
sands of hostile rifles. 


It helped our record to be able to 
write at the bottom of our report for 
the day: 


"On the way back fired 200 rounds 


at a boyau (trench) near Oressilon." 


That showed that we were willing 


to give the poor poilus toiling in the 
mud a little help. 


There Is not much of this solo work 


done nowadays. 
There was at the 


beginning of the war. 


Everything today is done in for- 


mation. 
Only the "aces" or celeb- 


rities, are given roving commissions 
,o go out and slay ^whom they may. . , 


However, one morning before setting 


out for a reconnaisance over the town 
of Laon, Captain Lamy, in'charge of 
our patrol, toltl us that if on the way 
home he should leave us, we were not 
to follow. 


It was a critical 
period 
in 
the 


Chemin Des Dames operations. 
We 


had practically consolidated our new- 
ly won positions, but there was still 
some bitter lighting going on, espe- 
cially near Anezy. 
Broke Up Hun't Game 


Well, Captain Lamy did desert us, 


eoinc off at a tangent in the direction 
of Anezy. 


We waited for him for about 20 


minutes, by flying around in big'cir- 
cles. 
Presently WG saw him return- 
ing far below us. 


Then he made a sudden dive and we 


thought for a second that he had been 
"downed." 
Be he quickly recovered 


and commenced to climb up and back 
towards us. Then we all sailed home. 
There had been method in our cap- 


tain's madness. 
His intrepidity had 


been in a good cause. 


Seeing the Germans forming up in 


a communication trench getting ready 
to rush the French position opposite 
he picqued down on them and let fly 
all his amunition. 
He broke, up the 


German's little game and by his ac- 
tivity made the 
inference 
that the 


Germans were probably gathering for 
a counter attack obvious to the offi- 
cers in the listening 
post 
of 
the 


French trenches, and so forestalled a 
German surprise. 


The French jumped out of their 


own trenches instead, caught the Ger- 
mans unawares, and bagged 20 or 30 
prisoners out of the bunch 
to boot. 
Captain Lamay was a wonder. 
He 


started in the war as a corporal in 
the dragoons, but transferring to the 
cavalry of the air, soon won his cap- 
taincy and all the decorations that go 
with it-

GERMANY'S DILEMMA 


Germany 
never can strike more 


heavily than she did in her great drive 
for Paris that has Just been turned 
awry by the Allies. She is determin- 
ed, to follow up the attack and some 
authorities assert that her next blow 
will be as heavy as any she has yet 
struck. Perhaps it will, but if so, it 
will be met by a greater force. The 
.allies on the western front are now 
in better shape to resist an attack 
than they were on March 21. 


Germany is now so near to the 


coast that>the very proximity will in- 
duce her to keep on fighting for that 
objective. 
The damage 
she could 


v»*ork upon channel commerce from a 
station on the coast at Dunkirk or 
Calais "will cause the Allies to resist 
her advance in this drive with all 
their might. It is presumed that Gen. 
Foch has an army in reserve of suffi- 
cient size to prevent disaster at any 
point 


Already the arrangement o£ the al- 


lied forces 
under a 


chief has saved the 


commander-in- 
cause at more 


than one point. But for this arrange- 
ment it 'is almost certain that the 
Teutons would have broken through. 
At present the outlook for a success- 
ful resistance of the next attack has 
inspired 
the 
greatest 
confidence 


everywhere and when Germany shall 
have been beaten again, as she will 
be, that .fact will mark the beginning 
of the end. She will then have to dig 
in and endeavor to hold what she has 
won. But when the Allies mobilize 
their full forces on the western front 
they will not be held. back by mere 
trenches. 


General Foch is waiting until an- 


other German army is cut down be- 
fore entering upon a. great counter- 
blow that will drive 
the 
Teutons 


back to the Rhine. 


The announcement that forty trains 


of wounded have been passing through 
Brussels daily gives some idea of the 
terrific losses in the recent 
battles 


around ilessincs. Already the Ger- 
man losses must number 500,000, and 
possibly Hindenberg is willing, as he 
stated, to sacrifice a million. 


Where 
the 
Germans 
concentrate 


their forces at a given point, they 
prepare for an advance by heavy ar- 
tillery fire. Then they send wave on 
wave of troops in solid formation un- 
til the guns of the Allies become too 
hot to continue in use or until the 
supply of ammunition runs out. Then 
they are met by the infantry of the 
Allies who are 
occasionally 
over- 


whelmed by force of numbers. 
In 


their progress the Germans climb over 
piles of their dea.d and dying in front 
of the allied trenches but still they 
continue to advance. That 
is 
how | 


they expect to reach the coast but 
the Allies are preparing to mow them 
down more rapidly than ever and to 
bring up fresh troops to meet them 
at every onslaught. Whether to go 
on rushing armies to certain slaughter 
or else to dig in and^try to save their 
forces. Is now the dilemma, that con- 
fronts Germany. If she is not yet 
convinced that, she cannot pass, then 
It will be more slaughter.

en out by the military committee of 
the senate.

tant changes in the federal reserve 
bank laws are pending in the house. 
They deal with election of directors, 
permission for national banks to act 
as in fiduciary capacities, authority to 
issue new - denominations of federal 
reserve notes, reserve 
requirements 


and other 
matters 
vitally affecting 


banking operations. 


All the.se changes are proposed in 


a bill based on administration recom- 
mendations arid have been favorably 
reported from the banking- and cur- 
rency 
committee by Representative 


Phelan of Massachusetts. 
Under tho 


provision of the bill, the present law 
is to be modified so as to leave to the 
discretion of the federal reserve board 
the grouping of the member banks of 
each 
district 
into 
three 
general 


groups or divisions without the pres- 
ent requirement that each group shall 
contain as nearly as may be, one-third 
of the aggregate, number of the banks 
of the district. 
The purpose of this 


modification is to make as secure as 
possible a fair and equal representa- 


tion on the 'directorate of the federal 
reserve banks for each group of banks, 
the large, 
medium-sized 
and small 
banks. 


It also proposed to replace tho pres- 


ent ballot method of electing a dis- 
trict reserve elector, by a provision 
permitting each member bank to au- 
thorize its president or other officer 
to cast its vote in such elections. 
Th<s 


aim is to obtain wider participation 
by the banks in the election of fed- 
eral reserve bank directors. 


National banks now act in fiduciary 


capacities when not in contravention 
of stats, or local laws. , The bill ex- 
tends these fiduciary capacities so as 
to include "guardian of estates, as- 
signee, receiver, committee of estates 
of lunatics" and other fiduciary cap- 
acities permitted to state banks, trust 
companies or other corporations which 
compete with 
national 
banks under 


the laws of the states in which the 
particular national bank making ap- 
plication is located. 


Issue of federal reserve notes in de- 


nominations of J500, ?1000, J5000 and 
J10.000 in addition to the denomina- 
tions under present law, the largest 
of which is only $100, is proposed by 
the bill. Banks are constantly seek- 
ing notes of larger denominations and 
there are daily withdrawals of gold 
certificates from the federal reserve 
banks.- It is asserted that federal re- 
serve notes 
of largo 
denominations 


would serve the purpose as well as 
gold certificates and if the larger de- 
nominations wars issued, according to 
the currency committee, the federal 
reserve banks can pay out such fed- 
eral reserve notes 
and by 
holding 


their gold certificates conserve their 
all-important gold supply. 
'• 


A practice whereby any 6fficer, di- 


rector, employe or attorney of a bank 
stipulates for, or receives, a commis- 
sion or some other thing of value for 
procuring for someone e,lse a loan or 
the purchase or discount of paper or 
similar obligation, is to be prohibited 
under the bill. 
The payment of a 


greater rate 
of interest 
to any di- 


rector, officer, attorney or other em- 
ploye than to~ any other depositor, is 
prohibited. 
The bill embodies penal 


sections relating: to the overcertifica- 
tion 
of 
checks, 
embezzlement, ab- 


straction or wilful misapplication of 
moneys, funds or credits of federal 
reserve banks by their officers, agents 
or employes, and to false entries by 
them. 
While this penalization now 


exists as to national banks, there are 
no present laws covering the subject 
in federal reserve banks.

Hon. Charming Cox gave an inter 


esting review of America's first year 
in the war at a meeting of the Men's 
fraternity at the First Congregation- 
al church last night. 
He said that 


ignorance of the facts concerning the 
war causes many to belie.ve that this 
is a rich man's war, while in reality 
the war is anything" but favorable to 
the amassing of wealth by the rich 
men.Could any man want better busi- 
ness conditions than those which had 
obtained during the years prior to our 
entry into the war? asked the speaker. 
No such times ever existed before, and 
it would be the height of folly to be< 
lieve that by entering the war tin 
conditions could be enhanced. Bus! 
ness is far from being1 on as satisfac 
t,ory a basis as it was then. Men of 
wealth are 
uncertain. 
They 
prefei 


certainty. 
Therefore the story that 
this is a rich man's war is a piece ol 
German propaganda, circulated for the 
purpose of creating1 dissension among 
the people of different classes. 


Referring to agitation at this time 


he said that there always have 'been 
agitators. Before the war there were 
agitators, and today those same men 
are agita.ting. 
That the greater part 


of them are honest he did not doubt. 
But now is the time for democracy 
to survive the ordeal which is being 
put to the world's oldest democracy. 
It is the great test. It is a test to de- 
termine whether or not a democracy 
can as successfully prosecute war as 
can a monarchy. To do it, all classes 
must stand as. one man; all classes 
must be mobilized, not the fighting: 
units alone. 


.Russia was cited as an example of 
what can happen to a country where 
the workers make demands out of al] 
reason. 
That country today, which 


held so much of great promise, is 
nothing but nests "of chaos. 
There Is 


no head anywhere. The men of brains, 
education, were reduced to the level 
of the most ignorant laborers. 
For 


once an attempt was made to run a 
country without the use of superior 
ability, and the attempt has meant 
destruction absolute. 


Men in shoe factories doubled theL 


own wages, throw out their foremen 
and superintendents. Men in the cot- 
ton plants did the same thing. But 
when the cotton operatives sought to 
buy shoes they found that their wages 
meant nothing to them, for the price 
of shoes had advanced so tremendous- 
ly that 100 per cent, raise was of no 
account. 
And now mothers have to 


apply to the police for permits to buy 
shoes for their children, and, once get- 
ting the permits, have to stand in 
line from one day,, to three day a be- 
fore they can get what they so badly 
need. The speaker urged against agi- 
tation which shall in any way weaken 
the land. 
When the house is afire 


and there is a squabble within it, the 
first duty of the owner is to put out 
the fire, he said, and not to attempt 
to end the squabble. 
Just now our 
external situation is so acute that we 
must; devote all our energies to its 
settlement, later turning to a settle- 
ment of the internal condition.

IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Special to The Sun 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, April 24.— 


Tho state senate yesterday afternoon 
reversed itself in the matter of addi- 
tional 
compensation to be paid to 


members of the const Itutionaa con- 
vention, and passed to a final reading 
the house bill, giving1 each of the del- 
egates an additional $500 for his fur- 
ther services. 
Senators Arthur W. Colburn and Ed- 
ward B. Earnes both voted against the 
increase, favoring the original allow- 
ance of J250. 


During- the debate. Senator Cava- 
naugh of Everett severely criticised 
the convention, declaring that most 
of its delegates were elected because 
of their stand for or against the in- 
itiative and referendum, and in many 
cases, as a consequence, are unfitted 
to deal with the important fundamen- 
tals of government. 


A substitute resolve, offered by Sen- 
ator Reed of Taunton, and expressing1 
the opinion of the senate that the 
convention should suspend its deliber- 
ations until the war is over, was de- 
feated by a vote of 11 to 22. 


Senator Eames voted for the sub- 


stitute resolve, while Senator Colburn 
was against it. 


Teaching Spanish 


The house finally whipped ,into sat- 


isfactory form the bill providing for 
the teaching of Spanish in public high 
schools. In its final form, the bill ap- 
plies only to high schools having- 100 
or more pupils, and in which there Is 
a commercial course. In such schools 
the teaching of Spanish is made com- 
pulsory if requested In writing by the 
heads of not less than 25 families, and 
If there are not less than 20 regularly 
enrolled pupils. 
Income Tax Plan 


After several weeks of careful study, 


the taxation committee reported a plan 
for distributing the proceeds of the 
income tax next year. It provides that 
on or before Nov. 15. 1919, the state 
treasurer shall pay to each city or 
town an amount equal to the differ- 
ence between the average amount of 
the tax levied upon personal property 
in such city or town in 1915 and 1916 
and the average amount, computed by 
the tax commissioner, of the tax upon 
the personal property 
actually as- 


sessed in such city or town for 1917 
and 191$. If tho amount of taxes col- 


lected from incomes shall exceed the 
sum necessary to make such payment, 
the balance shall be distributed among 
the several cities and towns in propor- 
tion to the amount of the state tax 
upon each of them in 191S, provided 
that of the excess the commonwealth 
shall retain a sum sufficient to reim- 
burse it for the expense of administra- 
tion during 1918 and for abated taxes. 
In years subsequent to 1919, the dis- 
tribution Is to be according to such 
plan as the legislature may later de- 
termine.

GUARD FOB KING OF ITALY NOT 


PERMITTED TO GO TO 


BATTLE FRONT 


By Associated Press 


ROME. April (By Mail).—Among the 


most unhappy men in Italy are said1 to 
be the 60 soldiers of the King's Guard, 
who are not permitted 
to go to the 


front and fight like their brothers. The 
reason for this restriction is that these 
60 men could probably not be replaced, 
if killed,, injured or taken prisoners. 
They are chosen with the utmost care 
not only as regards their habits and 
training but for their height, the mini- 
mum of which is six feet. 


"They begin where other men stop 


miiiiiimiimmmmniiiiiuum 


," according to a popular say- 


ing. Many of them are even seven feet 
in height. They are chosen from the 
carabinierl or military police and mufit 
have 
absolutely 
unstained records. 


Each newly enrolled man, if he accepts 
the appointment, must agree to remain 
for a term of five years in the gruard, 
after which he may or may not re- 
enlist. During that period also he may 
not marry. 


The guards and their horses are quar- 


tered inside the grounds of the royal 
palace on the Qulrinal Hill, The guard ' 
does sentinel duty inside these grounds • 
when 
King Victor Emmanuel is in: 


Rome, and also accompr.ny him on state 
occasions, as on that of Mar<ih 14, 1912, 
when, as the king was going1 along the 
Corso to visit the tomb of his father In 
the Pantheon, the anarchist d'Albu, 
fired twice and wounded Captain Lang 
of the guard instead of jthe king. 


Since the war began; although tha 
king lives at the front a^d undergoes 
all its darigers, members of the guard 
are to be seen now and th'«n walking. 
through the streets of Rome; attracting 
attention , and admiration 
because 
of 
their immense figures and shining hel- 
mets, but, for all that, jealous of the 
stained 
and bespattered gray-greea 


uniforms of soldiers on leave from ths 
front trenches.

SIKTIIODS 


Long ago they used to grow one croi 


in the garden and let it go at that. 


Now, 
gardeners make the grounc 


work for them all spring, summer and 
late into the fall. This is done by suc- 
cession and companion cropping. 


By companion cropping is meant the 


Browing of two different vegetables in 
the same space, one in between rows of 
the other. By selecting a late and an 
early maturing vegetable this can bo 
done, the early crop being mature and 
eaten before the other needs the addi- 
tional space. 


.And again, toward late summer an- 


other sowing or planting may be made 
with a crop about maturing, it being 
out of the ground 
before the 
other 


comes up. 


By succession cropping wo mean the 


growing of the same vegetable through 
out a long season. 
For instance: Let- 


tuce may be sown very early, as soon 
as the ground can be worked. But if 
you sow all your lettuce seed then, it 
will all'mature at about the same time. 


and you can't eat it all. Later on It 
won't be fit to eat, and that much will 
be wasted. 


The better plan is to mark off the 


space you will give to lettuce, say, and 
sow but u small portion of the seed, fol- 


lowing a week or so later with another 
sowing of lettuce, and so on until early 
summer. The same may be done with 
radishes, onion (sets, not seed), peas, 
weans, kohlrabi, spinach, sweet corn, to 
nsure a longer sea'son of fresh and not 
>ver-ripe vegetables.

er, and 550,000 to the Lowell school. 
In return for this contribution by the 
commonwealth, each city is to contrib- 
ute the sum of $10,000 per year.

FRANCE, April 24.—(By the Associ 
ated Pressi—A large number of Brit 
:sh fighting men and aviation officers 
as well as Americans stationed at an 
airdrome nearby, attended the buria 
Monday of Capt. Baron von Rlchtho- 
fen, who was laid away in the grave- 
yard of a little hamlet near Sailly le 
Sac, where he w;is shot down in 
aerial combat on Sunday^ It was an 
impressive funeral, one- worthy of the 
greatest aviator yet produced by the 
central allies. 


No finer i-ite could have been per- 


'ormed had it been the premier allied 
pilot who lost his life instead of this 
ntrepid German whom all honored. 


The thoughts of those who stood at 


.he grave while the army chaplain 
read the beautiful Church ot England 
service were expressed in an inscrip- 
.lor, in one of. the floral wreaths: 


"A valiant and worthy foe." 
As the chaplain took his place by 


he grave a squadron ol British air- 
ilanes commenced circling from all di- 
ections and throughout the service 
vheeled over the graveyard at a low 
Ititude, their droning 
engines 
fur-

vords of the clergyman.

LONDON, April 24.—Not only was the 


mouth of the 
canal 
at Zeebrugge 


blocked, but British sailors and mar 
rines who participated in the raid on 
the German submarine bases believe 
that they destroyed every gun on the 
mole, demolished the sheds throughout 
its entire length and blew up large 
stores of munitions in the sheds, 
ac- 


cording to stories given by survivors 
to the correspondent of 
the 
Daily 


Chronicle at a Kentish port. 
Untl! they were within a half mile 


of the harbor of Zeebrugge, no ships 
in the attacking force had picked up 
the light on the mole. The attacking 
ahip, which started for the mole fol- 
lowed by muttered 
calls of 
"Good 
luck" from the ships' companies of the 
escorting fleet over the harbor had 
scarcely got within sight of the light 
when it was discovered by the 
Ger- 


mans. Star shells instantly pierced the 
thick haze, showing up the. cruiser as 
clearly as though it-had been daylight. 


In one second it seemed as if every 
battery in the neighborhood had con- 
centrated its fire on the cruiser. How 
she was able to get ahead none . of 
those watching her understood. Great 
17-inch shells and others of smaller 
calibre flew around her like hail. She 
was apparently hit by some of 
the 


smaller ones, but she plugged 
ahead 


.and was seen to turn the corner of the 
mole and gain .the' Inside of the har- 
fcor. The German fire apparently was 
deflected from her vital parts by the 
Intervening structure of the mole, and 
most of the damage done was above 
the waterllne.

The German defenders' 


conceived the idea that their assailants 
were Americans, and according to some 
of the survivors, this cry was heard:

Germans bolted 
en 


masse from the nearest battery, leav- 
ing their guns to the British. The guns 
were destroyed one by one, while oth- 
ers in the landing party dealt 
with 


the sheds and munition stores with 
flame throwers.

er.ation, the 
concrete-laden 
cruisers

the harbor, accompanied as far as can 
be ascertained, by only one submarine

GERMANY'S DILEMMA 


Germany never can strike moro 


heavily than she did in her great drive 
for Paris that has just been turned 
.awry by the Allies. She is determin- 
ed to follow up the attack and some 
authorities assert that her next blou 
will be as heavy as any she has yet 
struck. Perhaps it will, but if so, it 
•will be met by a. greater force. 
The 


allies on the western front are now 
in better shape to resist an attack 
than they were on March 21. 


Germany is now so near 
to 


coast that the very proximity will in- 
duce her to keep on fighting for that 
objective. 
The damage 
she could 


work upon channel commerce from a 
station on the coast at Dunkirk or 
Calais trill cause the Allies to resist 
her advance in this drive with all 
their might. It is presumed that Gen. 
Foch has an army in reserve of suffi- 
cient size to prevent disaster at any 
point. 


Already the arrangement of the al- 


lied forces 
under 
a commander-in- 


chief has saved the cause at more 
than one point. But for this arrange- 
ment it as 'almost certain that the 
Teutons would have broken through. 
At present the outlook for a success- 
ful resistance of the next attack has 
inspired

confidence 


everywhere and when Germany shall 
have been beaten again, as she will 
be, that fact will mark the beginning 
of the end. 
Siie will then have to dig 


in and endeavor lo hold what she has 
won. But when the Allies mobilize 
their full forces on the western front 
they will not he held back by mere 
trenches.

By companion cropping is meant the 


growing- of two different vegetables in 
the same s^ace, one in between rows of 
the other.. By selecting a late and an 
early maturing vegetable this can be 
done, the early crop being mature and 
eaten before the other needs the addi- 
tional space. 


And again, toward late/ summer an- 


other sowing or planting may be made 
with a crop about maturing, it being 
out of the ground 
before 
the 
other 
comes up. 


By succession cropping we mean the 


growing of the same vegetable through 
out a long season. For instance: Let- 
tuce ;may bo sown* very early, as soon 
as the ground can he worked. But if 
you sow all your lettuce seed then, it 
will all mature at about the same time, 


and you can't eat it all. 
Later on 


won't bo lit to eat. and that much wi 
be wasted. 


The better plan is to mark off 'th 


space you will give to lettuce, say, an 
sow but 11 small portion of the seed, lol 


W7, 


lowing a week or so later with another 
sowing of lettuce, and so on until early 
summer. 
The same may be done with 


radishes, onion (sets, not seed), peas, 
beans, kohlrabi, spinach, sweet corn, to 
insure a longer season of fresh and not 
over-ripe vegetables.

had 
scarcely got within sight of the light
